Alberta car licenses this year 
will be $1.00 higher. This will 
go into a fund which will pro- 
vide a source of ‘ggeistaice in 
cases of accidents where the 
one liable has no funde to pay 
for damages awarded. Free 
hospitalization will b eprovided 
to people who sustain injuries 
as aresult of car accidents. 
The effect of changes in regule- 
tions will mean thet, to protect 
their own interests people will 
be well advised to carry auto- 
mobile insurance, The Act does 
not say that car operators must 
have insurance, but if anyone is 
Operating a car without ineur- 
ance, and has an accident, he 
will lose his driver's license. 
Motorists may secure the ineur- 
ance anywhere they like. The 
Alberta Government Tngurance 
Office will begin writing sick- 
ness and accident insurance, as 
well as automobile insurance. 

A Bill to professionalize grad- 
uates from the faculty of agri- 
culture has. been passed. This 
will mean that people such as 
district agriculturiete will now 
be members of a profession 
known as agrologiste. 

A change in the Livestock 
Disease Act deals with Bang's 
discase. It permits any buyer of 
cattle 10 days in which to dis- 
cover whether the animals have 
Bang‘s disease. If the purchased 
animals have the disease the 
buyer hae 14 days.to.return the 
animals and get hie money re- 
funded. It is hoped that this leg 
islation will help to check the 
spread oof Bangs’ disease and 
undulant fever. 

There will be a number of 
minor changes in the Election 
Act. One of the more important 
changes is that figures only will 
be used in marking ballots in 
provincial elections. The voter 
will mark his first choice with 


the figure “1", his second choice 
with the figure "2", etc. Any 
ballot marked with an “X" will 
be considered a spoiled ballot. 

There are some changes in 
the Mineral Taxation Act which 
affect any landowners who to- 
day own the mineral rights on 
their land. It ie my advice to 
theee people who own the miner 
al rights that they should send 
particulars regarding the owner 
ship of these mineral rights to 
the department of lande and 
mines. It is in the interest of 
the land-owners that this be 
done, 

As we have reached the close 
of the Session this will be the 
last weekly newsletter giving 
highlights of what hes taken 
place during the recent Session.
